WILBUR C. WHITEHEAD, 
~ BRIDGE EXPERT, DIES 


Was on Liner Bound for France 
—Author of Books, Took 
Up Game at 40. 


—_ 


By the Associated Press. : 
NEW YORK, June 27.—Wilbur 
C. Whitehead, noted bridge whist 
expert, died today on the liner Le 
de France, on which he was bound 
for France with his granddaugh- 


ter. 
Mr. Whitehead, a native of 
Cleveland, O., was one of the 


country’s most prominent bridge 
authorities and author of numerous 
books on whist. He was at one 
time president of the Knickerbock- 
er Whist Club of New York and 
a pioneer in the field of contract 
bridge. 

Bridge first interested Mr. 
Whitehead in 1912 at the age of 
46. He was president of an au- 
tomobile company then, but gave 
up the business to devote his en- 
tire time to develop the game. 

In’ 1918 Mr. Whitehead pub- 
lished an auction bridge standard, 
presenting for the first time his 
famous Whitehead system, which 
in many respects revolutionized 
the game and contributed largely 
to its subsequent popularity. 

He became an outstanding au- 
thority on bridge almost over 
night. Only a few weeks ago his 
book, “What to Do and Why in 
Contract’ was published. 

Mr. Whitehead made frequent 
trips to Paris, where Mrs. White- 
head lives with a daughter. He 
spent several months of each: year 
in America, mostly in New’ York, 
where hé was a member of the 
Knickerbocker Whist Club, among 
other affiliations. 

He was 65 years old. 
-Word of Mr. Whitehead’s death 
was received by Sidney 8S. Lenz, 
also a ‘noted bridge expert and 
for many years a close friend, at 
Hanover, N. H., where he was 
playing in the American Whist 
League tournament. 

Lenz telephoned the news to the 
Cavend@h Club in * New York, 
which was founded by Whitehead 
eight years ago. . 

Mr. Whitehead was taking his 
17-year-old granddaughter, Dor- 
othy Williams, to France for a 
summer vacation. He also planned 
to visit his wife in Paris and his 
daughter, Mrs. Stanley Fargo, who 
lives in Neuilly, France. 

Lenz said the raditogram which 
informed him of his colleague’s 
death gave no details. Mr. White- 
head, was traveling as a represen- 
tative of Lenz.. Inc., an instruction 
bureau, to give lessons in bridge 
to passengers on board the Ile de 
France.

FEELS JUSTIFIED,

Indictment Still Stands in

ARDMORE, Ok., June 27.— 


William E. (Bill) Guess, former 
Oklahoma Deputy Sheriff, was ac- 
quitted late today by a jury of 
killing Emilio Cortes Rubio, 20- 
year-old nephew of President Ortiz 
Rabio ‘of Mexico. 

Out almost 22 hours, 12 middle- 
aged Carter County men who had 
been deadlocked, 11 to 1, returned, 
the verdict 20 days after Rubio 


and his student cnum, Manuel 
Garcia Gomez, 22, fell dead be- 
fore the deputy’s pistol on a resi- 
dential street here late the night 
of June 7. 

Guess thanked the jurors and 
declared he still felt justified “‘in 
what I did.” He semains under 
$25,000 bond for the slaying of 
Gomez and his fellow deputy, 
Cecil Crosby, still) stands charged 
with murder. Guess took sole re- 
sponsibility for the actual killings. 

Guess walked fo the jury box 
when Judge John B. Ogden had 
dismissed court and thanked each 
man. One, E. T. Foster, foreman, 
had worked much of the day in 
the face of news his father wag 
critically ill in Springfield, Mo. 

Praises County Attorney. 

“I want to say our County At- 
torney (Marvin Shilling) has been 
my“friend but he handled my 
prosecution fair and square,” said 
Guess. “I am giad he didn’t lean 
toward me any.” 

He kissed his 1l-year-old son 
Edgar, and his young wife.. 

“I was trying to discharge my 
duty to the best of my. knowledge 
and I feel I was justified,’ said 
Guess. “I have never wanted ta 
do anybody any bodily harm.” 

Judge Ogden expects to pass on 
remaining matters Monday. Guy 
Sigler of Ahe defense counsel, said 
trials woula be demanded in both 
cases. No trial is expected imme- 
diately, however, the court’s funds 
having been depleted. Crosby has 
insisted on being tried, 

Sheriff Elmer Byrd said he did 
not know yet if Guess, who. re- 
signed his commission as a Deputy 
Sheriff, would go back to work. 
That, he said, would depend on ‘he 
outcome of the other cases. 

County Attorney Shilling pre- 
viously had indicated no charges 
would be dismissed. He was to 
confer with other prosecutors. 

An orderly ‘crowd of 150— 
scarcely a handful as compared 
to the throngs that had packed 
the trial since Wednesday morning 
—heard the verdict. 


Slain on Way to Homes. 

The Mexican youths, on their 
way to their homes across the Rio 
Grande from colleges in the United 
States, lost their lives when they 
stopped their motor car along 
United States Highway 77 in the 
city limits of Ardmore. Seeing 
the youths’ companion, Salvador 
Cortes Rubio, standing near a mo- 
tor car, Crosby and 
up, Crosby alighting and questionf- 
ing Salvador. 

Cré@ésby said he disarmed Rubio, 
seated at e machine’s steering 
wheel. Seeing thi8, Guess alighted 
from the officers’ car and as he 
approached, met Gomez. He said 
he saw a pistol in “Gomez's hand 
and fearing the youth was a “young 
hijacker,” killed him. A second 
later, the officer claimed, he shot 
Rubio as the student sat in the 
car because he was in the act. of 
drawing a small pistol from his 
pocket. 

At Guess’ trial the State con- 
tended Rubio,- had not moved to 
draw a pistol and that his hands 
were upraised or on the wheel. M. 
C. Gonzales, attorney for the Mex- 
ican Consul, claimed Guess “plant- 
ed” a pistol.on Gomez after he 
had slain him. - 

The killings took on an inime.- 
diate international aspéct, “Presi- 
dent Hoover telegraphing his re- 
grets to the distifguished relative 
of the slain boy and Gov. W. H. 
Murray of Oklahoma, ordering a 
rigid inquiry and prosecution. 

Obtaining a severance, Guess 
went to trial alone, for the murder 
of Rubio. ,

Refueling at Khabarovsk to 
Be Followed By Take- 
Off for Hazardous Flight 
Across Ocean. 


By the Associated Press. 

' BLAGOVESHCHENSK, Siberia, 
June 28 (Sunday)—After an en- 
forced delay of fourteen and one- 
half hours here, Wiley Post and 
Harold Gatty, the American 
‘round-the-world flyers, roared 
away from the local landing field 
at 10:30 a. m. today (8:30 p. m. 
Saturday St. Louis time). 


Their next scheduled stop was 
Khabarovsk, 350 miles distant, 
which they expected to reach with- 
in two hours and a half. 

At Khabarovsk, they said, they 
would refuel and take off immedi- 
ately for Nome, Alaska, on prob- 
ably the most hazardous part of 
their record-breaking flight. From 
Khabarovsk to Nome is an air-line 
distance of more than 2000 miles, 
traught with danger of high moun- 
tains and seas, and the possibility of 
storms and enshrouding fog. 

The American flyers landed here 
at 8 p. m. yesterdas. The landing 
field was in bad shape and their 
plane, the “Winnie Mae,” settled 
down into the Siberian mud. 
Throuchout the night the mono- 
plane rested in the muck, despite 
the efforts of patient plow horses 
and peasants. It finally was re- 
moved this morning, however, and 
the flvers, after Inspecting it for 
nossible damage, continued on 
their way. 


850 Miles in 5 Hours, 50 Minutes. 


The flyers today had placed 
more than three-fifths of their 
15,000-mile girdle of the globe be+ 
hind them. They completed the 
hop here from Irkutsk, 850 miles, 
in 5 hours, 50 minutes. 

Post and Gatty expected: to 
follow the Amur, or great river of 
Siberia and China, to Khabarovsk. 
This river, 3000 miles long, forms 
the northern border of Manuchu- 
ria. It is in a fertile basin and the 
flight would be but a pleasure trip 
compared to what lies behind, and 
also farther ahead. Khabarovsk, a 
city of 5600 in 1928, is the seat of 
the general government of. Amur 
and capital of the Littoral or mari- 
time province. 

The aviatars had the option of 
landing at Petropaviosk for fuel 
and weather forecasts, which then 
would be the jumping-off point 
for the over-water flight to Nome. 
Petropavlosk is located 6n the low- 
er southeast coast of the Peninsula 
of Kamchatka. 

When the flyers put the Winnie 
Mae down in the mud hole here 
they had completed almost 9000 
miles of their projected 15,000-mile 
girdle of the globe. They roared 
away on their great adventure 
from Roosevelt Field, New Yek, 
af®3:56 a. m. (Eastern Standard 
time) last Tuesday. Harbor Grace, 
Newfoundland, was left at 2:28 
p.m. that day and at 6:45 the next 
morning the fliers had landed at 
Sealand Airdrome, England, after 
& safe crossing of the Atlantic. 
Berlin was reached Wednesday 
afternoon and Moscow before lunch 
time on Thursday. The fliers said 
go00d-by to Moscow Thursday night 
and the next morning reached No- 
vo Sibirsk, Siberia, completing the 
flight to Irkutsk on Friday. ~ 


Wiley Post and Harold Gatty,| 
who haye traveled eastward so fast 
that in less than four days of fly- 
ing they have gained more than 


half a day on the calendar, soon 
| will reach a point where time will 
catch up with them. 

All the hours they have gained 
on the sun in their attempted 10- 
day hop around the world will be 
lost on the flight from Khabarovsk

Lose All Time They Gained.

Including the Mayfair, trustees 
representing S. W. Straus & Co. are 
now operating three St. Louis ho- 
tels. .The others ure ‘the Chase 
and the Coronado, both of which 
were financed by bonds sold 
through the national sales offices 
of the Straus company. The trus- 
tees are acting for the bondhold- 
ers because of defaults under the 
terms of the mortgages. 

In the case of the Mayfair the 
petition recites the owners failed to 
deposit $36,666 as required under 
the mortgage to apply on retirement 
of bonds maturing July 1. This 
is the only default alleged, but the 
mortgage gives the trustees author- 
ity in case of any default to de- 
clare all outstanding bonds due and 
payable and they have invoked that 
right. 

Early Retirement Required. 

The Mayfair mortgage, like those 
on the Chase and the Coronado, re- 
quires.early serial retirement of 
bonds, with monthly deposits in 
anticipation of annual _ require- 
ments. The outstanding bonds of 
the Mayfair have been reduced to 
$1,430,000 from the original issue 
of $1,600,000. The mortgage was 
made July 1, 1924, and the serial 
maturities are so arranged that the 
last one comes in 1941, 

Other St. Louis hotels have had 
financial difficulties, in connection 
with bond financing. The Mark 
Twain is in receivership, a suit for 
receiver has been filed against the 
Fairgrounds Hotel, and the Roose- 
velt has been throngh two fore.

But I am confi- 
dent that that administration when 
it -comes will be under the flag 
of the British Empire.” 

His audience, which included all 
prominent Government figures, ob- 
served the new Viceroy’s wearied, 
haggard appearance which clearly 
showed that the tasks of his office 
are taxing his strength to the ut- 
most. He confirmed it when he 
said: 

“The work of the Viceroy is 
much too heavy for a man of my 
mature years.

Memorial to Mer. Tannrath 
Depicts Scenes in Life 
Louis IX. 


Installation of the mosaic ceil- 
ing and upper walls of the great 
vestibule of the Catholic Cathedral 


of St. Louis has been compieted, 
under a contract awarded last No- 
vember. The effect is magnificent, 
and this work undoubtedly consti- 
tutes one of the outstanding ob- 
jects of art in the city. 
It fits in with the other mosaics 
in the interior of the Cathedral, 
and when the complete plan for 
this form of embellishment is car- 
‘ried out it will be the most ex- 
tensive display of mosaics in the 
country. 
The vestibule mosaic cost about 
$50,000. Archbishop Glennon paid 
for the work from the proceeds of 
the estate of Mer. John J. Tann- 
rath, pastor of the Cathedral and 
Chancellor of the archdiocese, who 
died in 1929, leaving all his prop- 
erty to the Archbishop. Mer. 
Tannrath had supervised installa- 
tion of much of the earlier orna- 
mentation and the Archbishop con- 
sidered ti, vestibule a fitting me- 
morial to him. The work was done 
by Ravenna Mosaics, Inc., 3934 
South Grand boulevard, a St. Louis 
business with a unique place in 
the United States. The design was 
supervised by Emil Frei Jr. 
Gold predominates in the 
saic, constituting the 
of the design. The effect is star- 
tlingly rich. The material reflects 
myriad rays even in the dim nat- 
ural light of the vestibule, which 
opens onto Lindell boulevard. Be- 
tween $8000 and $9000 worth of 
| golf leaf, in extremely thin sheets, 
is contained in the material. This 
,is fused onto a base of ordinary 
‘glass about a quarter of an inch 
thick, with a surfacing of pure 
glass 1-100 of an inch thick. There 
are 1000 pieces of mosaic to a sin- 
gle square foot of surface, and as 
this work covers 3000 square feet, 
‘it contains about 3,000,000 of the 
tiny pieces. 

Eyes Led Toward Altar. 

The vestibule measures 20x80 
feet and the mosaic covers the full 
length and breadth. There used to 
be a flat ceiling 25 feet high. This 
was replaced with an arch, de- 
scribed architecturally as a barrel 
vault. Lunettes, or recessed arches, 
break into the curving ceiling over 
the three big front doors and the 
five smaller doors leading into the 
iechurch. The effect of this incon- 
|spicuous architectural device is to 
lead the eye across the vestibule 
and toward the altar, instead of 
longitudinally along the vestibule. 
‘In other words, the embellishment 
is not permitted to detract from the 
essential character of the edifice. 

There are no sharp or perfectly 
'straight corners, but instead there 
are irregular beads reflecting light 
| brokenly The surface of the mo- 
\Saic has a deliberate characteristic 
| of crudeness, following the Eu- 
ropean workmanship of the fifth 
to seventh centuries, instead of the 
hard, flat type of another school. 

The theme of the design in the 
life of St. Louis, who was *° King 
Louis IX of France, patron of the 
city and of the cathedral. He lived 
1214-70. There are eight principal 
scenes in the main work, besides 
two smaller scenes in arches over 
the small doors at either end of the 
vestibule. On the south wall, from 
east to west, the scenes, as labeled 
in the mosaic, are: St. Louis 
Founds the Sorbonne (famous Pa- 
risian college), St. Louis Ruling 
His Subjects, St. Louis the Cru- 
sader and St. Louis Administering 
Justice in the Royal Court. On the 
north side, from east to west, the 
scenes are:

Larger Than Lifesize. 

Somewhat larger’ than lifesize, 
the figures are perhaps seven feet 
tall. They are richly clad in the 
habit of the times and have bits of 
backgrounds, such as canopies, for

|sades. and the eastern arch has one 
entitled St. Louis Returns to Paris.

The medal- 
lion’s border reads: “I have fought 
a good fight: I have kept the 
faith.” Smaller circles. on either 
side carry the convention symbols 
|of the cross ‘and the “Chi Rho.” 
| Likewise in the ceiling are small 
medallions of Matthew, Mark, 
Luke and John, the evangelists. 

Since the number of doors on 
either side of the vestibule varies, 
there was a difficulty in design, as 
the whole vaulted ceiling had to be 
an integer. This was solved by us- 
ing a conventional vine, with birds 
and other objects interspersed. The

Dnieper River. These workers fare 
better than their less fortunate 
brethren in places like Moscow or 
Leningrad. 

It is quite common, in connection 
with this militant plan, to hear all 
sorts of military expressions used— 
“economic front,”’ “shock brigades” 
and the like. “Shock brigades” are 
groups of enthusiastic workers ina 
factory, plant or even a mine, who 
undertake to speed up production, 
set a record or retrieve a failure. 
They are almost fanatical in their 


zeal, and sometimes more enthusias- 


tic than effective. Competitions be- 
tween factories or groups are fol- 
lowed by the newspapers; and 
prizes, such as special appropria- 
tions for workers’ homes, clubs, va- 


cations or, in  irmdividual cases, 
study abroad, are given for best re- 
sults. ; 


A falling off in production, on the 


' other hand, calls forth the bitterest 


criticism and often leads to a 
change of management. If the 
manager is a member of the Com- 
munist party he may be transferred 
to work for which he is better suit- 
ed. If he is not a_party member, he 
had better be able to explain his 
failure. 

“Red coal,” as distinguished 
from black coal or “white coal,” 
(water power) is an expression used 
to typify the energy and enthusi- 
asm of the workers on the job. 


The Autostroy. Plan. 


Inspection of some of the great 
centers of the present activity con- 
vinced me that the five-year plan is 
a practical reality and not a Rus- 
sian dream. 

I visited the Autostroy, 10 miles 
from Nizhni Novgorod, on the Oka 
River, a tributary of the Volga. 
Five years ago, when .I was there 
before—in fact, even up to one year 
ago—the site was a forest, but now 
a modern series of plants is being 
reared under the supervision of the 
Austin Company of Cleveland, It 


‘will probably cost three times as 


much to build as it would in the 
United States, but none the lesg, it 
is going up. 

Not only does this project ¢m- 
brace a power plant, forge, foun- 
dry, assembly plants, wood-carving 
shops, etc. (the size of which may 
be surmised from the fact that the 
assembly building is 1800 feet 
long), but it also includes a trade 
school _and-’ an office building. 
Moreover, a new city is being built 
to accommodate 50,000 people, with 
all the installations required by 
such a community; séwers, water 
lines, clubs, theaters, playgrounds, 
parks, a hospital and a central 
kitchen. 

It is difficult to_describe the ex- 
tent of this development, typical of 
the five-year plan. Standing on the 
roof of the assembly plant and 
viewing the hundreds of acre’ cov- 
ered by ~the enterprise, one is 
amazed at this industrial city and 
what is designed to be the largest 
automobile plant in Europe. 


World’s Greatest Power Plant: 


I asked the head of Autostroy 
what he expected to use “in his 
plant in lieu of what Americans 


know as individual initiative. . He | 


went into a long discussion to con- 


vince me that the Soviets were de- | 


~ 


veloping what they call ‘‘collective 
initiative” as a substitute, but he 
failed to convince me. 

At Dnieperstroy I was the guest 
of the American resident engineers, 
whose hospitality I appreciated aft- 
er days of travel on Russian rail- 
roads, and after a denial of the 
sight and taste of: white bread 
since the day of my arrival in Rus- 
sia. The American engineers there 
are very comfortably situated 
and enthusiastic about their work. 
No wonder, when before them is 
rising the biggest plant of its kind 
in the world! — 

This great dam will accomplish 
two purposes. First, it will develop 
800,000 horse-power, as compared 
with 620,000 at Muscle Shoals. Sec- 
ond, by eliminating the rapids 
above the dam and backing up the 
water for 50 miles, it will open the 
Dnieper for navigation from the 
Black Sea to Kiev—once the dream 
of Catherine the Great. 


Heavy Tasks for Women. 


The power plant will have nine 
turbines, each 25 feet in diameter 
and each developing 90,000 horse- 
power—the largest in the world. 
The speed of the concrete work 
can be gauged from the fact that 
in one month 145,000 cubic yards 
were poured; this is a record. On 
both ends of the dam ‘are large 
concrete-mixing plants of German 
construction and on the east bank 
is a series of locks through which 
river traffic will pass. There are 
18,000 workers engaged here. 
though probably half that number 
would be sufficient in America. 

I was struck at Dnieperstroy by 
the number of women engaged in 
heavy tasks, such as carrying metal 
and working with conerete. At Au- 
tostroy I found that 19 per cent of 
tHe workers were women; there 
seemed fewer at Dnieprstroy, but 
there were many. A woman fore- 
man was directing the work of in- 
stalling one of the great turbines; 
she had just been divorced from 
the principal engineer of the dam, 
but she continued her work under 
his direction. 

Planning ahead to make use of 
the power to come from Dnieper- 
stroy, the engineers are already 
constructing a large steel works, 
an aluminum plant and other in- 
dustrial shops in the neighbor- 
hood. A city is projectgd on the 
left bank of the river; jin fact, 
buildings are well along for the 
housing of workers and their fam- 
ilies, When completed, this will be 
a city of 1,000,000 pe

At Kharkov, the capital and in- 
dustrial center of the Ukraine, 
building operations were particu- 
larly noticeable.

The Chances of Success. 


What are the chances that the 
plan wilk succeed? There are 
many eonditions peculiar to Rus- 
sia which Will help toward its ac- 
complishment; and there are many 
rocks upon which it can break. AS 
in most wars, there is an, advan- 
tage in centralized—one might say 
dictatorial—control. The Soviet 
Government can exercise its power 
promptly to remedy delay and con- 
fusion, change priorities, hold back 
here, forge ahead there. It con- 
trols finances, labor, wages, ma- 
terials, railroads, imports and ex- 
ports. It can change existing plans 
overnight to meet new develop- 
ments. With its monopoly of for- 
eign trade it can deal to advantage 
abroad where it is in the market 
for building materials, machinery, 
skilled labor .and tecknical assist- 
ance; the only limit to its foreign 
purchases is set by the amount of 
credit obtainable. 

Every ‘effort is being made to in- 
crease exports to pay for those nec- 


essary articles which must be 
brought into Russia to complete 
the projects under way. That is 


the reason for the scarcity of lux- 
uries, even of commodities which 
we should call necessities; of a 
properly varied diet and of more 
than the barest requirement of ex- 
istence. Consumable goods, in- 
cluding such foodstuffs as butter, 
eggs, cheese and fish, are sent 
abroad to pay the bills, while the 
people, for the most part, eat black 
bread, with a few of the better 
things from time to time. , 


Capitalizing on Exports. 


As there are no foreign debts on 
which interest payments must be 
made in foreign exchange, every 
cent obtained for exports can be 
utilized for purchases abroad. Be- 
cause no profit goes to individuals 
inside Russia, the great govern- 
mental corporation can, by 2 system 
of. bookkeéping, aid one branch of 
industry at the expense of ancther.

The conclusion that the debts 
and reparations are tied tuygether, 
inextricably, cannot be escaped. 
That Mr. Coolidge and Mr. Hoover 
have seen fit td maintain the offi- 
cial dogma of nonrelationship does 
not alter the practical fact. The 
debts and reparations always have 
been linked, and they are now. 

President Hoover recognized the 
relationship when he cofiditioned 
our postponement of debt  pay- 
ments to us upon postponement by 
Germany's creditors of the repara- 
tions payable to them. The rela-’ 
tionship was recognized in a spe- 
cial memorandum signed by those 
creditors concurrently with the 
Young plan—a memorandum pro- 
viding that out of any reduction 
which the United States may make 
in its claims ag&finst the European 
allies, two-thirds of the benefit 
shall be passed.on to Germany 
until 1966, and thereafter all the 
benefit. , 

As long ago as September, 1926, 
when the administration at Wash- 
ington was acclaiming the Mellon 
funding settlements as a definitive 
solution of the debt problem be- 
tween this Government and its 
European debtors, the Post-Dis- 
patch, in an article by this writer, 
said: 

Any solution whose consum- 
mation lies 62 years in the fu- 
ture must be regarded as subject 
to revision. We must take with 
a grain of salt all statements 
from the administration regard- 
ing the finality of the work— 
excellent work though it may — 
have been—of Mr. Mellon and 
his coadjutors. 

That is the first point to be 
borne in mind regarding the 
debts. The second is that the 
question of the foreign debts ‘is 
but a segment of a larger prob- 
lem encompassing the ° whole 
inter-allied indebtedness and the 
debt of Germany (reparations) 
to the allies. 

This was not a unique view of 
the situation, but the view gen- 
erally of publicists and economists 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 
Events have proved its soundness. 


Merely Transfer Agents. 


The thesis of the practical re- 
lationshop between the war debts 
and reparations has been given 
noteworthy support lately by the 
Pittsburg speech of Alanson  B. 
Houghton, Ambassador to Ger- 
many from 1922 to 1925 and later 
to Great Britain, and by the in- 
terview with Mr. Houghton pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch. Mr. 
Houghton speaks from an unex- 
celled knowledge of the whole in- 
tricate pattern of international 
debts. He said: 

“They (the allied. nations) pay 
us nothing. They act merely as 
transfer agents, and pay us out of 
the reparation payments which 
they have forced Germahy to pay 
them, The burden of our war debts 
rests. directly upon the German 
people.”’ eal 


~ But of eourse it is not true that 


the burden.of the debts owing to 
us is the sole war burden resting 
on Germany. Mr, Hougthon was 
eareful to point out the additional 
factor involved, namely, the sums 
assessed by the Allies against Ger- 
many over and above the amounts 
they are required to pay the Unit- 
ed States. 

In the beginning, the Allies fixed 
the reparation total at a figure de- 
scribed by the former Ambassador 
as “fantastic.” The amounts as- 
sessed were “sums so far beyond

Under the Young plan, Germany 
is scheduled to pay the European 
Allied Powers, from 1930 to 1988, 
a total of over $26,000,000,000 in 
reparations. In the same period

It follows that if the United 
States should cancel the war debts, 
in return'for a  dollar-for-dollar 
cancellation of reparations by the 
Allies, the Allies would still. have 
about $6,000,000,000 coming to 
them from Germany. Cancellation 
on these terms would affect only 
the United States and Germany. 
The transaction would be an act of 
altruism on the part of the United 
States and a bookkeeping operation 
by the Allies. Germany would be 
relieved of a great part of her bur- 
den, but not all of it, 


Not America Alone. 


It is with these obvious facts in 
mind that former Ambassador 
Houghton says: “If Germany is 
to be afforded relief, by the re- 
mission or suspension of her repa- 
ration payments for two years or 
five years, or until her economic 
and financial situation is sufficient- 
ly improved to enable her again 
to take up the burden of those 
payments without probable col- 
lapse, that relief must be afforded 
by all the nations concerned and 
not by America alone. We should, 
be prepared, it seems to me, if the 
other nations are ready, to make 
our contribution. I am not sure 
that we are so-:prepared. I am 
sure only that we ought to be.”~ 

We have seen that of the $26,- 
000,000,000 assessed against Ger- 
many, the United States is due to 
receive through the Alliesas “‘trans- 
fer agents.” three parts, and the Al- 
lies are due to receive one part. If 
the Allies would give up their one 
part while we were surrendering 
our three parts, the whole war debt 
and reparation account would be 
washed out. 

Our calculations thus far have 
been in terms of what the Allies 
will receive from Germany if the 
obligations under the Young plan, 
for the next 57 years, are complete- 
ly fulfilled, and what the United 
States will receive during the same 
period from the Allies if their obli- 
gations to us are completely ful- 
filled. 


Those Annual Installments. 


These are all fourth-dimensional 
figures. It is becoming more and 
more evident—as witness Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s suggestion of a moratorium— 
that international debt settlements 
which project final payments 62 
years into the future, laying a bur- 
den on the great-grandchildren of 
those who assumed the debts, can- 
not be regarded as final. We can 
get a better understanding of the 
debt problem as it affects us today 
ahd as it will affect us in the imme- 
diate future by thinking in terms of 
current annual payments. 

In the present calendar year, the 
Allies are due to receive from Ger- 
many in reparations a total of 
roughly $387,000,900. They are 
schedu to pay the United States 
about $228,000,000. That is to say, 
out of what they collect from Ger- 
many, they pay the United States £0 
per cent and keep 40 per cent, They 
pay the United States three parts 
and retain two parts. e percen- 
tage retained by the Atlies this year.

Less for Allies. 


To put the matter in another 
way: In giving up the annual pay- 
ments due from the Allies, the 


United’ States would be giving up 
about six per cent of her annual 
budget expenditures. If the Allied’ 
should surrender thefr surplus of 
$1§0,000,000, they would be fore- 
going a sum -which amounts to less 
than one and one-half per cent of 
their total yearly expenditures. 
(This percentage is based on 
Houghton’s calculation that the to-

must also be taken into account 
the indebtedness of the allied na- 
tions among themselves—France’s 
debt to Great Britain, for exam- 
ple. 

When. payments on the repara- 
tions and the debts are treated as 
part of one great international 
transaction—as they are—it is seen 
that Germany is the only debtor. 
The United States is the principal 
creditor, and France is next. Great 
Britain breaks about even. In the 
famous Balfovr note of Aug. 1, 
1922, the British Government said 
that, “in no circumstances do we 
propose to ask more from our debt- 
ors than is necessary to pay to our 
creditors.” This policy has been 
adhered to by succeeding British 
governments. 

The figures for the several na- 
tions throw into sharp relief the 
fact that the peoples of the allied 
countries are not burdened by one 
cent of taxation on account of the 
allied debt to the United States.

The table printed on this page 
presents the matter in statistical 
form. ' 
Cancellation Alternatives. 

From the figures in the table it 
is easy to see what would be the 
effect (1) of cancellation by the 
United States, with equivalent can- 
cellation of reparations by the Al- 
lies, or (2) of complete cancella- 
tion all around.

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WAR VETERAN, BUT ENEMY ALIEN. 

Carl Marshell, although born in Germany, was ac- 
ceptable as a soldier when he enlisted in 1917. His 
record was such that, after service overseas, he 
received an honorable discharge. Following a mental 
breakdown several years ago, he entered the Marion 
(Ind.) National Sanitarium. Now the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau discovers that Marshell was never naturalized. 
It has ordered his discharge from the hospital as 
an enemy alien, and has withdrawn his disability 
compensation. ; 

Marshell voluntarily served this country in war, 
though under no obligation to do so. By that service 
he earned the hospital and compensation rights 
which our Government extends to veterans in need 
of them. His discharge certificate, not his citizen- 
ship papers, should be the credentials to those rights, 
whatever the quibble of officialdom. While Marshell 
is held in the county jail, a man without a country, 
his guardian has appealed the case. On its result 
depends the fate of other veterans similarly situat- 
ed, sald to number several thousand. In simple jus- 
tice, the Veterans’ Bureau cannot now rectify the 
errors of enlisting officers who accepted enemy 
allfens by now depriving those men of the rights won 
by their service. The decision in this test case will 
be of importance in the Government’s veteran policy. 
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FOR GERMAN-AMERICAN GOOD WILL. 

While statesmen bend their energies toward build- 
ing amity between the former enemy countries, an 
unusual foundation; formed three months ago, is be- 
ginning work in thé same direction.

It was original- 
ly composed of sects founded by the Rev. James 
O’Kelly, who left the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
1792; Abner Jones, who organized a church at Lyn- 
don, Vt:, in 1801, and a group of Kentucky Presbyte- 
rian clergymen, who formed a new denomination in 
1804. There is no Christian Church in St. Louis. It 
is a small sect, containing in 1929 110,000 members, 
1283 churches and 1047 ministers, against a Congrega- 
tionalist membership of approximately 1,000,000. 
It is to be presunied the merger is, in part at least, 
actuated by economic reasons. Small Protestant sects 
are having an increasingly difficult time to build and 
equip churches, pay pastors’ salaries, finance mis- 
sions and so on. Under stress of financial stringency, 
small points of theological difference become less im- 
portant. The goal of many leaders of Protestant- 
ism, namely, unification of Christian sects, has been 
brought a little nearer by the Congregationalist- 
Christian merger, though its complete realization 
seems yet too far in the future to warrant speculation. 
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DEPRESSION WRECKS A HEALTH RULE. 
One of the commonplaces in the hot weather health 
hints issued about this time each year by various 
medical authorities has been a suggestion that meat 
occupy a place on the menu. less conspicuous than in 
winter. This advice, along with counsel against -over- 
indulgence in ice water, suggestion for lighter cloth- 
ing and warning against hard exertion in the sun, 
has been given out annually by the Federal Public 
Health Service. But this year things are different. 
The packers and allie@ interests immediately protest- 
ed against the advice to cut down on meats, com- 
plaining that busines& was bad enough without this 
official warning against their product. The protest 
was effective, for Secretary Hyde and other Govern- 
ment spokesmen have apologized for the faur pas. 
Censorship of all Public Health Service announce- 
ments has been ordered by Secretary Mellon, under 
whose department this bureau functions. 
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A DOG-DAY VISION. 
The rumor that something is to be done about 
beer in the near future will not down.

Real Job 


Overleaping their proper functions, bankers had much to do with crash by dealing in 
securities; such interests impair their ability to give unbiased financial advice; 
failure to predict or guard against slump shows how chain banking system would 
endanger country; financiers advised to perfect own business and stick to it.

T is noticeable that since October, 1929, 
| the bankers have.not been quite s0 

sure as they were of their financial pre- 
science and infallibility. I think that when 
they reflect that the speculative boom in 
securities was based on bank credit in the 
first instance and that a comparatively sm4ll 
group of banks could have prevented it, 
they must feel that our present business 
woes are at least in part due to their mis- 
takes. : 

To put it mildly, it might be said that the 
banks, which take it upon themselves to 
be counselors to other business elements 
and founts of prudential wisdom for the 
safe and sane conduct of commerce, con- 
sumed little of their own cautious advice in 
the year preceding the great debacle, Look- 
ing back on that period, one might be par- 
doned if he were to intimate that the shep- 
herds of the commercial flock were not ex- 
cessively faithful to their duties.

I am not a political or economic radical, 
and what I say is in a spirit of. friendly 
and helpful criticism. In fact, the general 
indictment I bring against the banks is that 
they have not been conservative enough. 
They have been too “progressive” and have 
become, for money-making purposes, some- 
thing far more than proper banks. 

I am now referring, of course, to com- 
mercial banks, When I say that they have 
been too progressive I mean that they have 
overleaped the proper limitations of their 
functions. A commercial bank, a bank of 
deposit, properly exists to serve the financial 
needs of business. It is the custodian of 
the funds of its patrons. As the dispenser 
of collective credit; it is incumbent upon 
»the banker to be familiar with the affairs 
of his. borrowers. He necessarily becomes 
an adviser. As such he should be without 
prejudices that may be inimical to the best 
interests of his depositors and borrowers, as 
well as of the community at large. 

In my opinion a commercial bank should 
not be a trust company, an interested deal- 
er in stocks and bonds, an investment com- 
pany, an investment trust or.a mortgage 
bend concern, It should not be engaged or 
involved in any kind of speculation. To say 
that these activities are conducted through 
affiliated companies instead of actual de- 
partments is to beg the question.

A bank with a string of trust companies | 
and investment companies and whatnot is 
bound to have interests to sefve that may 
and must conflict with those of the bank 
proper. Its advice is almost. certaifh 
to be colored, and its functions as a col- 
lector and distributer of the community's 
credit are likely to be distorted by self- 
interest arising from other activities. Of 
course, I am not referring to investment 
bankers proper, who are legitimate and 
necessary distributers of securities. 

Only through some such psychological 
aberration as that is it possible to explain 
why the banks were party to the enormous 
inflation of security prices that marked 1928 
and 1929. As cool and impartial observers

have been, they would have known that 
the new era talk was only old error and 
that the intrinsic values of the properties 
listed in the stock exchanges had not 
doubled within a few years. Bankers as 
a group have no dependable alibi in the 
excuse that it is impossible to distinguish 
between loans that are made for ordinary 
business purposes and those that are in- 
tended for speculation. 

Eschewing the advice that they so often 
give their customers about avoiding all in- 
vestments that pay more than 6 per cent, 
they lent money freely for purely specula- 
tive purpeses at rates as high, as the boom 
progressed, as 10 and 20 per cent. The 
banks, or some of them (I am glad to say 
that there are notable exceptions), bullt up 
fictitious values on which they made corre- 
spondingly increased loans.

If you want to know how safe these loans 
turned out to be, find out how much frozen 
credit some of the banks have on hand 18 
months after the crash. 

After 1929 bankers, as a class, cannot 
claim the genius of prophecy nor the right 
of business mentorship. They did not,fore- 
see or, at least, proclaim what was coming 
in that year, and it was many months after 
the crisis before they began to see the 
outlines of what had happened and what 
would therefore follow. ‘ 

Yet most of the large banks are eager 
for the imposition of the system of branch 
banking upon t country. They tell us that 
6000 small unit-banks have failed in the last 
nine or 10 years and cite that fact as an 
incontrovertible argument for branch banks. 
Most of those failures were due to the many- 
sided and persistent business upheaval 
‘caused by the war. Most of them were in 
a good cause, being sacrifices to community 
service. Many of the failed banks went 
down with their communities tn a business 
storm, which was at igast partly due to the 
indiscretions of their big brothers. But 
branch banking means money and credit 
monopoly and oligarchy. It is better to have 
free banks that sometimes fail than servile 
branches that cannot fafl*‘and do not serve. 

* + . 

We may be able to endure chain stores, 
chain gasoline stations and other nation- 
wide consolidations of business control, but 
we cannot endure @ monopoly of banking. 
At that point democrady will revolt. Po- 
litical liberty will not be very peal or very 
important when’a few great banking groups 
own all the bank units. Loeal interests will 
invariably be sacrificed in such an event 
to larger interests, and most of the branches “ 
will be simply collectors of local funds for 
foreign application. 

My advice to the bankers: fs that they 
perfect themselves in their own essential 
and absorbing business and attend strictly 
to it. If they do not, and continue to mix 
and dilute banking with other functions 
and yield to the megalomania of branch 
banking, they may find that they have set 
in train events that will not be to their 
liking. I wonder if they have ever-reflected 
that it would not be such a long step from

can also have as their result a 
catastrophe of world-shaking ex-

There was an intimate character 
about them.

acter best. At the negotiations in 
London in 1924 the German repre- 
sentatives were for the first time 
treated as political equals. The true 
nobility of the English character 
has now brought it about that the 
German representatives are also 
acknowledged as social equals. 
Entire World Affected. 

No decisions of world-wide im- 
portance could be made at 
Chequers, for the problems in- 
volved here are problems that af- 
fect the world. The task on hand 
is to bring about agreements to 
which the consent of all nations 
that participated in the war is nec- 
essary. It becomes ever more evi- 
dent that the distress of our times 
grips not only the European coun- 
tries, but also those of the whole 
world. And no matter how much 
the nations struggle against it, this 
distress will eventually bring the 
nations together and compel them 
to find in joint council a means of 
averting the catastrophe that men- 
aces them all. 

Inter-Relation of Nations. 
As long ago as 1924, when Gen. 
Dawes on behalf of the economic 
experts present in Berlin with him 
made his farewell visit to me, I 
said to him:

“In the present situation of our 
finances, in the present situation 
of international indebtedness, we 
must direct our attention not mere- 
ly to the prosperity of our own 
country, but also to that of the 
whole world. I appeal here again 
to the great Powers—France, Ger- 
many, the United States and our 
own people—in order to convince 
them that none of these countries 
can prosper economically unless 
the others also prosper. * * * The 
obligation rests upon every nation 
to bring the ship of state out of 
the dangerous waters and back into 
the middle of the stream.” 


Reparations Crushing People. 

Germany suffers worst from the 
consequences of the Peace of Ver- 
sailles. The burden of the repara- 
tions is crushing the German peo- 
ple. Germany has bled! herself 
white in fulfilling everything that 
has been demanded -of her. But 
let us ask the-creditor nations flat- 
ly; “Has your fate, your wealth, 
your conomic situation been bet- 
tered?” 

France may be able to answer 
in the affirmative. America and 
England are groaning under_eco- 
nomic depression. Their budgets 
disclose deficits of alarming extent. 
The number of unemployed has 
also reached never-imagined pro- 
portions with them. An unavoid- 
able result of all this is the steadily 
increasing number of those, espe- 
cially also of the economic experts 
of the victorious nations, who call 
for a revision of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles and of the reparation treaties 
of London and The Hague. 

Emergency Decree of June 5. 

How grave the situation has be- 
come for the German people is 
shown by the emergency decree of 
June 5, in the truest sense of the, 
word an “emergency” decree, 
which was signed by -President von 


man Ministers left for England. 
True, terribly true. are the words 
of the Government's note accom. 
panying this decree: “The limit of 
the privations which we can im- 
pose upon our people has been 
reached.” 

It is a fact that now the none- 
too-generous salaries of the German 
civil servants are reduced for the 
second time, making a total redur- 
tion of up to 13 or 14 per cent; 
that the unemployment insurance 
is reformed in such a manner that 
there will now be little difference 
between it and alms for poor re- 
lief: that about 2,000,000 unem- 


and that even war cripples and war 

orphans must submit to a reduc- 
tion of their tiny pensions, 
Decline in Revenue. 

All this is cruel, but want and 

the will to fulfillment compel the 

German people to assume even the 


hardest burdens. . The taxation 
thumbscrew has already been 
screwed too tight. Taxation re- 


ceipts of 1930 and 1931 have fallen 
far short of the most careful esti- 
mates. The falling off for 1930 
amounted to 1,240,000,000 marks; 
it is estimated at more than 1,300,- 
000,000 for 1931 (about $312,000,- 
000). 

And nevertheless the emergency 
decree ventures to impose a new 
“crisis tax’’ in favor of the un- 
employed which is expected to 
bring in 385,000,000 marks. 

Germany is financially and eco- 
nomically absolutely at the end of 
her abilities. This is naturally not 
to be understood aS meaning that 
the repayment of private debts is 
endangered in any way. The Chan- 
cellor expressly declared in Lon- 
don that these.are secured. The 
aim of every sound German policy 
and of every German Government 
must now be toward securing a re- 
duction of the reparations, the 
postponement of all payments for 
several years, and finally, as a nat- 
ural consequence, a reform of the 
debt situation of the whole world. 
There is no sense in asking for a 
moratorium as contemplated by 


the Young plan. That would mean 


no liberation from indebtedness, no 
easing of the burden of indebted- 
ness, but at the most merely a tem- 
porary postponement which would 
later make the debt even more 
onerous. Minister Brauns stated 
the case clearly and understand- 
ablir at the international labor con- 
ference in Geneva on June §: 

“We need soon the relieving of 
the economy of the world through 
a solution of the problem of the 
international debts and of the 
reparations question.” And he 
added: “There is no time to be 
lost. The solution of these prob- 
lems is a burning issue not merely 
for Germany but for all peoples.” 

Delay Dangerous. 

This solution can naturally be 
reached only through a conference 
of all states affected. Several 
months ago I declared that such 
a conference.must be held before 
the end of 1931. It is to be hoped 
that the initiative for one may 
come soon. Perhaps Germany her- 
self will have to make the pro- 
posal, although it would be better 
if it came from some other side, 
as it came in 1928 from S. Parker 
Gilbert. 

But it is not only time ‘hat 
presses. The development of the 
economic world crisis also permits 
of no delay. Chequers will either 
prove the prelude to a new con- 
ference which, in mutual confi- 
dence, will endeavor to overcome 
the crisis, or radicalism, and event- 
ually Bolshevism, will take over 
the reins of government in Europe. 
May the signs of the time serve 
asa warning. The sudden over- 
turn in Spain and the German 
Reichstag elections of Sept. 14, 
1930, are signals of the feelings 
of broad masses of the peoples of 
Europe. 

National Socialism in Germany 
is only the result of steadily in- 
creasing pessimism: One single 
occasion can drive the radicals of 
the Right and the radicals of the 
Left into each others’ arms. 

Does-France believe that if Bol- 
shevisttr wins in Germany, she can 
overcome .§ it? The situation is 
menacing in the extreme. The 
world’s statesmen must now act. 
The responsibility. for the future 
rests on them. ’

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NEW COMMISSION 
MORGAN WIDENING 


Judge Hall to Appoin t Body 
in September and Expects 
it Will Complete Work by 


|} Christmas.

A new commission, to award 
damages to 128 of the 284 prop- 
erty owners whose ground is to be 
taken for the widening and exten- 
sion of Morgan street, will be 
named in September by § Circuit 
Judge Hall. He believes the new 
commission will be able to make 
its report by Christmas, and that 
a final judgment and commence- 
ment of the work may be possible 
in 1932. 

Judge Hall yesterday gave his 
decision in the Morgan street cases, 
which have taken his time for 
more than four months. The three 
commissioners, appointed in 1927, 
filed- their report early in 1930, 
awarding $3,474,050 damages and 
assessing the same amount in bene- 
fits against property owners in a 
wide benefit district. 

City Filed 283 Exceptions. 

Of 284 damage awards to prop- 
erty owners, the city filed excep- 
tions to 283 as being too © high. 
Judge. Hall sustained the city’s ex- 
ceptions in 128 cases, which will 
have to go to the new commission- 
ers. In 80 other cases, Judge Hall 
overruled the citys’ exceptions, so 
that the damage awards will stand; 
and in 75 cases an adjustment was 
reached. 

Judge Hall settled all the cases, 
about 450 in number, in which 
property owners in the benefit™iis- 
trict, not also recipients of dam- 
ages, filed exceptions to their bene- 
fit assessments as being too high. 
Oniy 50 of these cases required 
court hearings, the rest being ad- 
justed informally, usually with 
some reduction in the amount of 
the benefit assessments. No bene- 
fit cases will have to go before the 
new commission. 

Many of the property owners 
who receive damage awards were 
assessed for benefits on thefr re- 
maining property, and there was 
numerous complaints by them that 
the benefits were made too high, 
as well as some complaints that 
the damage awards were too low. 
Judge Hall found that the tenden- 
cy of both damage awards and 
benefit assessments was to be too 
high, and that in some cases the 
two baJanced each other so that no 
correction was necded. 

Thomas F. Muldoon and Francis 
G. Sebek of the City Counselor of- 
fice handled the Morgan case for 
the city before Judge Hall.

Morgan street is to be made an 
80-foot traffic highway from Third 
street to Spring avenue.

I doubt 
it. In her present condition, with 
the whole world in business depres- 
sion, it is sheer folly to demand 
them.” 

Some further figures will illum- 
imate the present economic condi- 
tion of Germany, in comparison 
with that of other countries. In 
the United States there are 260,000 
corporations liable to taxation; 
they have a taxable income of $9,- 
000,000,000. In Germany there are 
41,000 sueh companies with-a tax- 
able income of $450,000,000. In the 
United States a married man with 
two children pays no taxes on an 
income of $4300. In Germany such 
aman pays $425, or practically 10 
per cent, a 

The number of persons in Ger- 
many having incomes of $12,000 
Or more is 17,000, or one-tenth of 
1 per cent of the taxpayers. In 
Great Britain There are 72,000 such 
persons, or 3.2 per cent of the tax- 
payers, and in the United States 
277,000, or 11.5 per cent of the 
payers. Before the war in Germany 
there were 15,000 persons having 
property of $250,000 or more sub- 
ject to taxation. This number has 
dwindled to 2500. 


Half Cent a Day Here. 


“We here,’’ said former Ambas- 
sador Houghton, “are complaining 
of the serious social effects of de- 
pression and unemployment, yet 
our experience is less than two 
years old: Germany hasn't had one 
good year since the war. Whatever 
has looked like prosperity is the 
kind of prosperity you get by 
spending your income and your 
principal as well.” 

If figures can be adduced to sup- 
port the contention that the Ger- 
man reparation burden is not oner- 
ous, they can be used with even 
greater effectiveness to show that 
the benefits to the United States 
and the European Allied countries, 
in terms of what the individual re- 
ceives, are negligible. | 

The Allies are scheduled to hand 
over to the United States this year 
$228,000,000. That amounts to $1.90 
for each person in the United 
States, or %-cent a day. / 

Each Britisher receives, from 
reparations and payments on~the 
inter-Allied debts, about $4 a year, 
or a little over 1 cent a day, which 
he hands over to the United States. 

The net gain to each Frenchman 
is about $2.50 a year, or 5-7 cent a 
day. : 

The net gain to each Italian is 
less than 25 cents a#year, or a 
sum per day that is too small to 
warrant calculation. 


Depression Hurts Germany. 

It is impossible within the limits 
of this article to set down all the 
many factors that enter into the 
reparation and war debt problem. 
One of the important points to be 
noted is this: that the Young plan 
takes no account of fluctuations in 
the value of money. Germany must 
pay in commodities, and the Ger- 
man whodlesale price level has 
fallen at least 15 per cent below 
the price level prevailing when the 
Young plan was negotiated. What 
does this meanc It means that the 
amount of human effort which was 
required to produce $100 worth of 
reparations in June, 1929, when 
the Young plan was agreed to, will 
now produce only $85 worth of 
reparations. The burden of repa- 
rations, that is to say, has increased 
by fully 15 per cent—some authori- 
ties would place the increase at 20 
per cent or more. 

The Young plan was supposed to 
take reparations from Germany up 
to the full limit of her ability to 
pay. If it did, then it follows that 
the present extra burden of 15 per 
cent or more is a straw likely to 
break the camel’s back. President 
Hoover evidently saw the situation 
in that light when he proposed a 
year’s moratorium. 

There is involved also an impor- 
tant ethical factor. The justifica- 
tion for the war indemnity exacted 
from Germany rests on the postu- 
late of sole German responsibility 
for the war. Germany in the 
Treaty of Versailles was compelled 
to subscribe to this hypothesis; she 
was the vanquished nation and she; 
signed on the dotted line. Except 
under this compulsion she has never 
accepted the Allies’ version of the 
war’s beginnings, and she -regards 
it now as completely disproved by 
historical research since the war. 
There are many impartial students 
in other countries, including the 
United States, who agree with her. 

Expressing a widely held view, 
former Ambassador Houghton said: 

“War Guilt” Again. 

“It may be in the end that we 
shall find the most fermidable ob- 
stacle of all, as affecting the will- 
ingness of the German people to 
continue reparation payments, is 
the fact that the huge sums fas- 
tened on them, by way of repara- 
tions, are fastened on them not be-‘ 
cause Germany lost the war but be- 


cause, as stated in the Treaty of it can be said we have—forgiven 
’ “through 


Peace, Germany alone bears the 
guilt of the war. 

“The German people not only do 
not believe this, but they passion- 
ately resent it. Nor, I suspect, do 
any competent students of the facts 
now believe such a statement to be 
true. All the European peoples in 
some degree at least were guilty. 
The German peopledo not refuse to 
take their share of the imbecilic 
stupidity which permitted the war 
to come at all. And it was a 
heavy share. They are not re- 
served in the condemnation of their 
then leaders. But to put the whole 
guilt on them, to base the claim for 
reparation payments simply on that 
guilt, on what they themselves be- 
lieve to be a political lie, they re- 
gard as unfair and dishonest.” 

It is worth noting, too, that the 
reparation obligation of Germany, 
as defined in Article 232 of the 
Versailles treaty, does not extend 
to the war debts owed by the Al- 
Nes, but only to the damage done 
the civilian population of the Al- 
lied countries by German “aggres- 
sion.” But only about one-fourth

It is often said that a heavy and 
unwarranted burden would be 
placed on the American taxpayer if 
we should cancel the war debts. No 
attempt is being made here to put 
forward a case for cancellation, but 
it is appropriate to point out, as 
James W. Angell, professor of eco- 
nomics at Columbia University, has 
cogently done, that the degree of 
relationship between the debt pay~- 
ments and the United States tax 
rate has been greatly exaggerated. 

What U. 8S. Does With Money. 

The bulk of the money which 
we have received from the Allies, 
who, got the money from Ger- 
many on the premise of German 
guilt, has been used not to reduce 
current taxation, but to acceler- 
ate the retirement of our national 
debt. It is not intended here to 
quarrel with this .policy; in the 
opinion of the writer it has been 
a good policy; but the facts should 
be noted for the record. 

The facts have been well sum- 
marized by Prof. Angell: 

“In the 11 years from June 30, 
1919, to June 30, 1930, the United 
States received from foreign gov- 
ernments $2,391,000,000, of which 
approximately $1,487,000,000 went 
automatically to pay off the pub- 
lic debt. 

“In theory, the difference, 
amounting to $904,000,000, was 
available to meet current .expen- 
ditures. But this sum was far 
exceeded by the surplus proceeds 
of domestic taxation available for 
reduction of the public debt during 
this period, amounting to nearly 
$6,646,000,000. In all, a total debt 
reduction of nearly *$9,300,000,000 
was effected. 

“Thus, even if the entire pay- 
ments on the  inter-ally debts, 
amounting to $2,391,000,000, had 
been applied to the reduction of 
the United States debt, there would 
still have remained nearly $7,000,- 
000,000 provided by the American 
taxpayer. 

“It is clear, therefore, that to 
date the payments from foreign 
governments have gone to reduce 
the public debt and not to relieve 
the burden of the American tax> 
payer.”’ 

President Hoover in his state- 
ment proposing a year’s moratori- 
um reiterated and emphasized the 
opposition of this Government to 
cancellation of the debts owed to 
us. The Government takes the po- 
sition that except in the case of En- 
gland, it has already,;through re- 
duction in the interest rate below 
the 5 per cent carried in the orig- 
inal “demand” obligations signed 
by the foreign Governments, vir- 
tually cancelled the war debt ex- 
cept the post-armistice borrowings. 

After-the-War Debts. 

France’s total funded indebted- 
ness as fixed in the Mellon-Bereng- 
er settlement was $4,025,000,000. 
Of this amount, $1,655,000,000 rep- 
resented post-war indebtedness. 
Secretary Mellon calculated, in 
answering an argument for cancel- 
lation, that the “present value of 
the French settlement, on a 5 per 
cent discount basis (the rate of in- 
terest in the “demand’”’ notes), was 
$1,681,000,090. He concluded 
therefore that practically all the 
French debt contracted for direct 
war purposes had been cancelled. 

Belgium’s total debt was funded 


000 was contracted after the armig- 
tic. The “present value’ of the 
Belgian settlement was estimated 
at $192,000,000. 

Italy’s debt was funded at $2,- 
042,000,000, of which the post-arm- 
istice indebtedness was $800,000,- 
000. On the “present vdlue” basis, 
we settled with Italy for $426,000,- 
000. 

England's case is different. Her 
post-armistice borrowings amount- 
ed to only $660,000,000 in a total 
funded debt of $4,600,000,000, the 
“present value” of which, at the 
time of the funding agreement, was 
$3,297,000,000. It will be seen that 
even under Secretary Mellon's inter- 
pretation we are collecting from 
England a great deal more than her 
post-war indebtedness. “But,’’ re- 
plies the Secretary, “it must be re- 
membered that England borrowed a 
large proportion of its debt to us for 
purely commercial as distinguished 
from war purposes—to meet its 
commercial obligations maturing in 
America, to furnish India with sil- 
ver, to buy food to be resold to its 
civilian population, and to maintain 
exchange.” | 

The rejoinder to this argument, 
as made by the cancellationists, is 
that the dollars lent to England for

Newton D. Baker, former Secre- 
tary of War, arguing for cancella- 
tion, has turned against Secretary 
Melion one of his own arguments: 
“The entire foreign debt is not 
worth as much to the American 
people in dollars and cents as 4 
prosperous Europe as a customer.” 

All the arguments for and against 
cancellation by the United States, 
as this article has attempted to 
show, must be examined in the light 
of the fact that the debts to us, no 
matter how much the administra- 
tion may protest to the contrary, 
are intimately tied up with the rep- 
aration payments by Germany to 
the Allies. We have got to ask 
ourselves not merely whether the 
United States should cancel the 
debts, but what the Allies should 
contribute by way of relief to Ger- 
many. 

War’s Total Costs. 

There are doubtless many who 
believe, with former Ambassador 
Houghton, that “relief must be af- 
forded by all the nations concerned 
and not by America alone.” 

In this discussion of the finan- 
cial tangle growing out of the war, 
it is perhaps not inappropriate to 
recall the cost of the war. The total 
expenditures of all the Powers in- 
volved, according to estimates by 
the Statistics Branch of the Gen- 
eral Staff of the United States 
Army, were $186,000,000,000. This 
figure excludes normal expenses 
and loans to allies. The Allied Pow- 
ers and the United States spent 
two-thirds of the total and the Cen- 
tral Powers , one-third. Germany 
spent more than any other nation, 
and she was closely followed by 
Great Britain and her dominions.

NEW YORK, June 27.—The liv- 
ing costs of the average wage-earn- 
er are lower than at any time re- 
corded during the last 12 years, and 
the trend is still downward, says 
the forthcoming report on the 
“Cost of Living in the United States, 
1914-1930,” which is the latest in 
the series of annual,volumes on this 
subject published by the National 
Industrial Conference Board. 

In 1930 as a whole the cost of 
living averaged 3.8 per cent lower 
than in 1929 and 4.2 per cent lower 


‘of living are housing, fuel

cent; bread, 12.1 percent; butter, 
8.0 per cent; potatoes, 6.6 per cent. 
‘Clothing has been more seriously | 
affected by the current economic 
depression: than any other of the 
major items entering into the cost 
of living. In 1930 asa _ whole, 
clothing prices were 6.8 per cent 
lower than the 1929 level and 9.1 
per cent lower than in 1928. The 
declines throughout the year 1930 
were almost continuous and fairly 
marked from month to month. The 
change between December, 1929, 
and December, 1930, amounted to 
12.8 per cent, But the downward 
trend since the beginning of the 
present depression has been not at 
all in the same proportion as that 
which followed the beginning of 
the 1921 depression. At that time, 
one year after the price recession 
began, clothing prices had fallen 
41.3 per cent.

In the matter 
of rents the Conference Board re- 
port finds that in jhe United States 
as a whole they were 2.7 per cent 
lower in 1930 than in 1929 and 4.5 
per cent lower than in 1928.

There was a decline of 8.3 per cent 
in the 14 months following the 
stock-market upheaval in October, 
1929, as compared with a decline 
of 17.6 per cent for the 14 months 
beginning with the turn of events 
in 1920. A partial explanation of 
this difference is to be found in the 
fact that 1920 prices were greatly 
inflated, as compared with the 
more stable prices of 1929. 
Decline in Clothing and Food. 
The largest price declines in 
| 1930, as compared with 1929 and 
| 1928, were noted in clothing and 
| food prices. The decline in clothing 
| prices was somewhat larger than 
| that in food prices, but, since food 
| Plays a greater part in the wage-

Fuel and Light Steady. 
The cost of fuel and light as a 
whole showed less change in 1930 
than any other major item. The 
decline between 19293 and 1930 av- 
eraged only 0.5 per. cent, and that 
between 1928 and 1930, 1.0 per 
cent compared with 1923, however, 
the cost of fuel and light in 1930 
was 7.1 per cent’'lower. The fuel 
and light index is based On changes 
in the cost of coal, gas and elec- 
tricity. 
The cost of sundries did not 
change materially in 193, as com- 
pared with tne years immediately 
preceding. Among the items com- 
prised in the list of sundries are 
physicians’ fees, drugs tobacco, 
candy, newspapers and magazines, 
household furnishings, car fares, 
amusements, and organization dues. 
The largest decline was found in 
tobacco prices. Declines were also 
noted in the prices of candy, news- 
papers and magazines, and house- 
hold furnishings. Drug prices, on 
the other hand were 5.5 per cent 
higher in 1930 than in 1929 and 
13.5 per cent higher than in 1923. 
Car fares, also, have been on the 
upward trend in recent years.

Interviews May 
Replace Political 


Speeches in Radio 
By MARTIN CODEL. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—Into 
sectional] politics this year and na- 
tional politics next year there will 
be introduced a relatively new radio 
speechmaking technique, Martin 
Codel reports. It is the proadcast 
interview, whose vogue gives prom- 
ise of increasing to the point where 
it may largely displace the broad- 
cast address.

Informal advices from their 
x | headquarters are that radio will be 
used liberally a@kain next year. 

Plans ate under way to test the 
radio interview with the idea of 
employing that technique regularly, 
In Iowa, Senator Brookhart, who 
has begun stumping the State for 
re-election next winter, is going on 
the air in a series of interviews on 
political subjects over WMT, Wa- 
terloo.

of radio speeches, which are re- 
garded in inside radio circles ar 
among the least popular features of 
broadcasting with the rank and file. 

The chief advantage of the.in. 
terview is that it renders conversa- 
tional a discussion that otherwise 
would trend toward the oratorical. 
Psychologically, it also has the ef- 
fect of keeping the listener’s mind 
better keyed to the subject matter. 
especially if the subject is a 
heavy one. For example, when the 
interviewer asks a question, the 
listener himself often frames a re- 
ply as he would make it, then 
hearkens closely to the reply of the 
person being interviewed to com- 
page it with his own.

GIRL SCOUTS’ CAMP 
T0 OPEN WEDNESDAY 


Each Section of 72 to Be 
Made Into Three Units ‘Ac- 
cording to Age.

Cedarledge, summer camp of the 
St. Louis Girl Scouts near Pevely, 
Mo., will open its 1931 season nex: 
Wednesday, when the first of four 
two-week sections will arrive. Ce- 
darledge, a tract of 259 acres of 
wooded hill land, has been used as 
a summer camp by the girl scouts 
of the city and county since its pur- 
chase four years ago. 

Each section of the camp will be 
limited to 72 girls, divided into 
three units according to age. The 
youngest campers, from 10 to 12 
years old, will live in Woody Glen; 
those from 12 to 14 will camp in 
Sherwood Forest; and the older 
girls, with more camping experi- 
ence, will have headquarters on 
Pioneer Hill. The units, however, 
will gather together for breakfast, 
colors, retreat, and evening camp- 
fire. 

The camp will be under leader- 
ship of Miss Ruth Simpson, direc- 
tor of the girl scouts of St. Louis, 
assisted by a staff of girl scout of- 
ficers, a registered nurse and a Red 
Cross life saving corps . Members 
of her staff will be Miss Pearl 


Guild Hall. Nine scouts, one visi- 
tor, and one officer were present 
at the meeting last week. Scout- 
master Simons gave a talk on the 
brecent Camparall, and distributed 
scouting questionnaires to be filled 
out by the scouts and their parents.

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COACHING GROWS 
IN IMPORTANCE, 
M'GRAW SAYS 


By John J. McGraw. ,

NEW YORK, June 27. — With’ 
smarter baseball and more at- 
tempts at daring plays, due to the 
return of the less 
lively ball, the 
necessity of intel- | 
ligent coaching, #, 
especially at third @# 
base, is beginning =%. 
to impress itself fgg 
upon baseball 
people all over 
the country. Its 9 
effect is being felt 2% 
On all the pen- # 
nant races, major 2 
and minor. The @ 
games are too 
close for a coach 
to carelessly wave 
his hand and let anything go. 
Coaching was always important 
but it suffered from neglect dur- 
ing the wild spells of hitting in 
the past few years. To maintain 
a smooth stride the coaching must 
click right along with other parts 
of the machine. 

The steady pace of the Washing- 
ton Senators recently, for example, 
means that the coaching must 
have been good. Poor coaching is 
responsible for a considerable per- 
centage of losses in baseball] and 
signs of it bob up every day. 

The best proof of how important 
I consider the job of coaching at 
third base is that I stayed there 
for 25 years and made a close 
study of it. There are today ball | 
players even among the veterans— ' 
who do not realize the importance 
and possibilities of that job any 
more than do the spectators. 


Bad Coaching. 


In one game at Chicago in the 
last few years four of our run- 
ners, in scoring position were 
thrown Out in one game when just 
cone run was needed to win. I’ve 
seeff many instances of similar-bad 
work On Other teams. There are 
times, of course, when a coach 
must think quickly and take a 
chance. At other times there is 
no excuse for taking a chance. The 
trouble with a lot of coaches is 
that they don’t think at all. 

A successful coach must be just 
as alert to every move on the field 
as the manager himself. He must 
appreciate the stage of the game, 
the strength of succeeding batters, 
the relative throwing power of op- 
posing fielders and must watch 
the shift of outfielders and in- 
fielders on every piay. To over- 
look any one of these things may 
prove fatal. There are times, for 
instance, when it is plainly stupid 
to send a runner in from third on 
a long fly with nobody out, or 
even with one out, if the man with 
the ball has a powerful arm and 
a good shot at the plate. 

A wide awake coach, waiting to 
send a runner home from third, 
will know exactly how the opposing 
outfielders have placed themselves 
before the batter hits the ball. He 
then knows what chances t6 take. 
Some unthinking coaches send a 
runner in on a fly ball, no matter 
what the stage or what outfielder 
catches it. as a matter of routine. 
It is just as important to know the 
strength of an outfielder’s arm in 
allowing a runner to attempt to 
run from first to third when a bat- 
ter singles. Good throwing out- 
fielders, for example, like Kiki 
Cuyler or Melvin Ott, if playing 
fairly close in, will ge the runner 
nearly every crack. The American 
League has similar throwing out- 
fielders whom the coaches have to 
watch just as carefully. If the 
sharp throwing outfielder happens 
to be in left field and reasonably 
close in the try for extra base it is

President Hoover today suggest- 
ed to the board that “in view of the 
unusual conditions growing out of 
the depression,’ the board should 
consider a more definite policy for 
disposing of the huge _ stocks of 
wheat held by the Grain Stabiliza- 
tion Corporation. 

Immediately after the White 
House statement Stone summoned 
the board into the night session. 

The chairman and’ Mr. Hoover 
went over the domestic wheat sit- 
uation at a conference yesterday 
morning, but both withheld details. 

A flood of demands that the 
board pledge itself to hold the 
200,000,000 or more bushels of 
wheat off domestic markets for a 
definite period have come to the 
President and the board.

LONDON. 

ENNY CHAPMAN 
was the daughter of 
an humble dockside 
worker of Newcas- 
tle-on-Tyne, and for 
years had known ro 
existence save that

She had long- 
ings to be acclaimed as a member of 
the gay set of Mayfair. She thrilled 
at the very thought of a title, so much 
so that she stepped out of the charac- 
ter of Jenny Chapman and became 
‘“‘Lady Noreen Crowe” of ‘‘Trimming- 
ham Hall.’’ 

But that was not all, for the slum 
dweller of Newcastle-on-Tyne realized 
that if she had to enact the role of a 
peeress there was nothing like having 
plenty of money. So ‘‘Lady Noreen 
Crowe" became the ‘‘titled heiress’ to 
a fortune of $1,000,000, as well as an 
income of something like $100,000 a 


year, which was to come to her on her 
birthday. Thus armed with ‘‘title’’ 
and ‘‘prospects,’’ she set forth on a 


grand masquerade, during which she 
swindled gullible Britons, many of the 
social-climbing type, out of thousands 
and thousands of dollars. 

AS ‘“‘Lady Noreen Crowe” this good- 
looking, fashionably-dressed woman of 
26 managed to live in luxury at many 
of the swagger hotels of the British 
metropolis, maintain luxurious apart- 
ments in Mayfair, travel on the Conti- 
nent in style and pose as an intimate 
friend of Charles Chaplin, besides car- 
rying out the bluff that she had entry 
to the homes of every worthwhile per- 
sonage in England. 

Her acceptance as a lady of the peer- 
age readily enabled her to obtain large 
sums of money, with which she cut a 
wide splurge from London to the Ri- 
viera. Cash and the methods by which 
she procured it worried her not at all, 
and thus she was able to give parties 
and entertainments at the Hotel Savoy, 
on which she spent from $300 to $1000 
a night. 

“Trimmingham Hall,’’ which a witty 
Scotland Yard sleuth said was a inost 
appropriate name for her mythical 
estate, in that ‘‘trimming ‘em all’’ de- 
scribed her activities, was her trump 
card in separating her victims from 
their pounds, shillings and pence. 

But perhaps the most tragic feature 
of her exploits was that in her career 
of crime and false pretenses she 
dragged down with her Mrs. Helen 
Leith, the 74-year-old widow of a Brit- 
ish Army officer, who, as the police 
stated, had borne a respectable charac- 
ter until she had fallen beneath the 
spell of the glib Jenny Chapman.

In prosecuting the self-created 
“Lady Crowe’’ the Crown found itself 
at a disadvantage, for many of her vic- 
tims, fearing the ridicule of being 
dubbed suckers and social climbers, 
refused to testify as to their losses.

In her early twenties she left 
Newcastle, becoming a probationer 
nurse in a London hospital, though 
not remaining long enough in this 
work to graduate. However, she was 
competent in a way and eventually 
went to nurse in a private capacity. It 
was thus that she obtained a situation 
with a Major Leith as nurse, and it is 
a fact that she nursed him through his 
last illness,

claimed to be the daughter of some- 
body highly placed who would come 
into a huge fortune when she reached 
the age of 26, in 1930. 


CCORDING to Mrs. Leith, who 
Ate evidence, she had been 

grossly deceived into obtaining 
various sums of money from people, 
whom she knew by the representations 
of Jenny Chapman, in the belief she 
would be in receipt of $25,000 as 
‘‘Lady Noreen’'s”’ guardian, when she 
would have been able to repay these 
sums. 

Cheered by the prospects of great 
wealth, which would keep her comfort- 
able in her old age, Mrs. Leith went 
forth to relatives and friends of her 
husband in the British Army set and 
borrowed some $60,000, which she 
dumped into the lap of the so-called 
“Lady Crowe.’’ 

She told the Old Bailey tribunal the 
following story: 

“I believed that Jenny was a great 
heiress, and my late husband also be- 
lieved it, and wrote to his solicitor en 
the matter.’’ 

It is not certain just how much or 
how little Mrs. Leith actually knew of 
the facts, but that she lent herself 
readily to the schemes of the bogus 
peeress is evident from what after- 
wards transpired. 

On the death of her husband Mrs. 
Leith, with only a pension of some 
$500 a year, accepted the “guardian- 
ship’’ of the Chapman woman, who 
from then on became the “Rt. Hon. 
Noreen Crowe,"’ which entitled her to 
be addressed as ‘‘Lady Noreen Crowe.”’ 

The latter and her “guardian” 
moved from the suburbs of London to 
the heart of the British capital, where

But this necessi- 
tated money, and Mrs. Leith, with her 
acquaintanceship, proved a wonderful 
money getter. \ fter a brief stay in a 
Mayfair establishment, the oddly-as- 
sorted pair, the aged woman and the 
dashing ‘‘Lady WNoreen,’’ took posses- 
sion of a large/And palatial dwelling in 
Sussex place, South Kensington, where 
a housekeeper, maids and full staff of 
servants were installed. 

And one of the servants installed 
was the mother of ‘‘Lady Noreen 
Crowe,’ who, at first, swallowed a 
fantastic story told by her daughter 
as to discovering how she was related 
to a great family and was soon to be in 
receipt of a huge fortune, When the 
mother, after a week or so, taxed her 
daughter with being a fraud there was 
an angry scene, and the much-per- 
plexed Mrs. Chapman washed her 
hands of her daughter and returned 
to Newcastle. 

Mrs. Leith described the extrava- 
gant style in which her mistress lived, 
“beautiful dresses, fine automobiles, 
diamonds, and all that sort of thing.” 
She told of how ‘‘Lady Noreen” would 
be away from home two or three days 
‘‘with the great society people of Lon- 
don’ and return with amounts rang- 
ing from 100 to 2000 pounds, and on 
one occasion actually came back with 
9000 pounds, or $25,000. 

Mrs. Leith related how she herself 
was to have a cottage for her own use

when they eventually reached Trim- 
mingham Hall. 

In painful fashion Mrs. Leith told 
how she had visited relatives and 
friends, from all of whom she had ob- 
tained large checks, which she turned 
over to ‘‘Lady Noreen.’ These checks 
were for varying amounts, some. as 
small as $50, others as large as 
$10,000. 

Mrs. Leith described how her ‘‘Lady- 
ship actually swindled a cinema man- 
ager of 10,000 pounds by some 
sort of funny business with a check 
and making love to him at the same 
time.”’ 


COTLAND YARD officials testi- 
GS tie that such a transaction had 


really taken place, but,  be- 
cause of fear of ridicule, they 
could not induce this victim to 


take the stand against ‘‘Lady Noreen.” 

The ‘‘old lady in the case,’ as she 
was frequently referred to during the 
trial at Old Bailey, also related how 
she and ‘‘Lady Crowe’”’ had toured the 
Continent and sojourned along the Ri- 
viera, ‘‘living a life of glorious luxury 
and ease, with everything in the world 
at our beck and call.”’ 

She also told how “Lady Noreen,” 
through the dispatch of several tele- 
grams to prominent personages in Lon- 


don, secured a_ thousand pounds 
when their funds were running 
low in Switzerland.

HEN the Constitu- 
tion, famous. old 
relic of the War of 
1812, puts out from 
Boston next Friday 
on a four months’ 
cruise down the At- 
lantic coast, the oc- 
casion will mark 
her first venture on 
the open sea in 53 years and, so far as 
anybody knows, there will be living 
only one man who can tell from per- 
sonal experience with ‘‘Old Ironsides”’ 
just how she ought to be handled. That 
man is Albert St. Clair, a St. Louisan 
in his seventies, last surviving officer 
of the Constitution’s Paris Exposition 
cruise of 1877-78. 

This time the Constitution will not 
proceed under her own sails, as she 
did in ‘78. She will be towed by a 
minesweeper—led by the hand, so to 
speak. ‘It’s all very distressing to Al- 
bert St. Clair. It wasn't that way in 
the old days, he tells you. Old Iron- 
sides could take care of herself then. 
She has weathered some of the worst 
storms the Atlantic Ocean ever saw 
and now that they have spent $650,000 
rebuilding her she ought to be able to 
do it again, he thinks, unless the truth 
is that they don’t produce seamen any 
more who know how to handle a sail- 
ing ship. Maybe that’s what is wrong. 
What was a storm to a crew such as 
that of ‘78? Why, that night in the 
Bay of Biscay——— 

Pecking away at his typewriter ina 
topsy-turvy office room at 212 Valen- 
tine street, passing away the surplus 
time he finds on his hands as private 
agent for a few pieces of river front 
property, this veteran of sailing days 
will pause for five or six hours—or 
more, if you have time—to tell you 
about that night in the Bay of Biscay. 
That was the time Old Lronsides sank 
a British ship she didn’t intend to 
sink. It seems she never could quite 
break the habit of sinking British 
ships, and now and then just bowled 
one over absent-mindedly. On this oc- 
casion it was the British ship's fault 
for sailing without lights. 

Even sturdy Old Ironsides, with 
live oak walls 21 inches thick, came 
out of the tangle with a hole in her 
starboard bow. 

“It was early in March of ‘78,’ St. 
Clair explains. ‘‘We had spent the fall 
and winter cruising about the coast of 
France and had started on our return 
voyage. We were making what is 
called the Southern Passage. That 
takes you out through the English 
Channel as far as Land's End, and 
there you turn south and pass through 
the Bay of Biscay toward the Maderia 
Islands. In the English Channel you 
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encounter the choppiest seas in the 
world and in the Bay of Biscay the 
highest. - You see, the Bay of Biscay 
is unprotected from the seas that come 
driving all the way across the Atlantic 
from the northwest. Mountainous 
waves pile up against the Spanish 
coast. We were tossing on about the 
roughest seas I have ever experienced 
one very dark night when we heard 
the bo’sun cry, ‘All hands on deck. 
Save ship.’ 

“We knew that cry meant trouble. 
We piled out tq find a little British 
coaling bark, the Diadem, had snagged 
our lee bow on the starboard tack. She 
had been sailing without lights—the 
penalty for this is loss of insurance— 
and in the darkness had tangled up 
with us. We could hear the fluke of 
her anchor raking our planks. She 
was loaded with 600 tons of coal from 
a Welsh port and had about all she 
could take care of under the best of 
circumstances, but now with her bows 
smashed in she was in trouble a-plenty. 
It looked as if she might sink at any 
minute,’ The moment she struck, her 
captain and his wife and crew of six 
men deserted her and came aboard the 
Constitution. 

“Six of our men leaped over on the 
Diadem and cut her adrift, but when 
she broke away she broke so suddenly 
and violently that they couldn’t get 
back and were marooned on a sink- 
ing vessel. Here was a peculiar sit- 
uation. Six of our men had virtually 
traded places with the crew of the 
Diadem and it looked as though they 
would be lost. The coaling ship was 
tossed farther away every minute. 

“Putting out small boats in such 
waves looked like gutf- 
cide, but it is an. un- 
written law of the sea 
that the last man of a crew 
shall be sacrificed, if nec- 
essary, to save one in dis- 
tress. ‘First whale boat 
away!’ Captain Hitchcock 
shouted. We had no reg- 
ular life boats. Only whale 
boats. When possible we 
always launched them on 
the lee side, so as to have 
the protection of the ship, 
but this time, to make 
speed, a launching on the 
weather side was attempt- 
ed, and with disastrous re- 
sults. A wave caught up 
the whale boat and 
smashed it against the side 


of the vessel. The seven 
men it carried, however, 
were able to seize the 


davit chains and clamber 
back on board.

“It was two bells of the midwatch 
(about 1:30 a. m.) when we set out 
and pitch dark most of the.time. But 
now and then the moon would break 
through for an instant and we could 
see the outline of the Diadem in the 
distance when she was carried up 
against the sky on a wave. She had 
been carried away two miles or more 
while we were trying to get a boat 
launched. It was nearly daylight when 
we overtook her, I have never fig- 
ured out how she managed to stay 
afloat that long. 


OW i” after we had caught 
up with the Diadem we 
had quite another problem 
to face in taking the six men off. 
You see the Diadem was in a sink- 
ing condition and it was very dan- 
gerous for a small boat to approach 
close to her. Should she go down, she 
would drag us down, too, and capsize 
us. The safest plan seemed to be to 
catch the men on the fly. We would 
drive past the ship as fast as possible 
and two men at a time would swing 
down ropes and drop into the whale 
boat. We would then speed on for a 
hundred yards or so, look to see what 
happened, and then turn around and 
drive past again. We made three 
dashes past the ship to get all six of 
our marooned sailors. It may seem 
to you that we wasted a lot of time 
and let the marooned men suffer dis-

blue beam as it moves across the face 
is reflected against these cells. The 
bright planes of the face reflect a great 
deal of light, and the dark planes, 
such as the hair, the lips and the shad- 
ows under the eyes, reflect very little. 
The sensitive photo-electric cells are 
linked to a wire. These cells, influ- 
enced by the amount of light that 
strikes them, in turn effect the amount 
of current that flows through the wire. 

At the other end of the wire—-that 
is, at the booth two miles away-——there 
is a receiving apparatus. It is much 
like the sending apparatus, for it also 
has a disc full of perforations that 
Spins in exact synchronization with the 
sending disc. The current traveling 
over the wire, varying as the photo- 
electric cells dictate, furnishes the en- 
ergy for a lamp in the receiving appa- 
ratus. The variations in the intensity 
of the current cause the light to burn 


brightly or dimly, in infinitely fine de-. 


grees of intensity. The rays of the 
lamp shine through the holes of the 
disc, and draw on a rectangular screen 
an image of the face in the sending 
booth two miles away—in an exact 
reversal of the sending process. 

The elimination of telephone instru- 
ments is accomplished by the use of a 
microphone sensitive to remote sounds 
and a loud speaker concealed near the 


television image at each station. The 
microphone at one station is connect- 
ed by telephone wire to the loud speak- 
er at the other station. This permits 
conversation in one direction, while a 
similar connection between the other 
microphone and loud speaker permits 
conversation in the other direction. 
The two persons can thus communi- 
cate as if face to face, with no tele- 
phone apparatus apparently involved. 
Incidentally, to keep the microphone in 
a booth from picking up the sound 
from the loud speaker in the same 
booth was quite important, but by 
treating the sound-proof walls of the 
booth to minimize reflections of sound 
and by careful placement of the instru- 
ments, this confusion was overcome. 

The chief obstacle to the general use 
of this two-way television system is 
the present cost of ‘the apparatus. 
Within two years, Bell Laboratories of- 
ficials believe, television may be in- 
stalled in such places as theaters and 
auditoriums for the presentation of 
theatrical and sporting events broad- 
cast directly from the scene of action. 
It will take at least another two years, 
and perhaps many years longer, before 
the equipment can be developed to a 
size and cost suitable for the home. 

But the next two years or 80 will see 
the larger cities of the country linked 
by two-way television systems.

1918, having been traced through cov- 
er addresses on her various letters. 
Aimong her helongings were found sev- 
eral ball-pointed pens and two beau- 
tiful white silk searfs impregnated 
with the now famous German ‘‘F”’ ge- 
cret ink. Arraigned before the Amer- 
ican authorities she withstood several 
hours of grilling until confronted with 
her letters. She died before she could 
be brought to trial. 

There was another spy who deserves 
mention—Pablo Waberski. 

It was not the secret ink section, 
however, that tripped Waberski. It 
was the work of the code and cipher 
experts. Waberski was arrested on the 
Mexican border in the summer of 1918. 
He was traveling on a Russian pass- 
port and there was nothing in his pos- 
session to ju&stify his detention as a 
spy except a slip of paper with mysteri- 
ous writing. A meaningless jumble of 
letters in three columns. It follows:

There was no address or signature, 
and who could say what the jumble of 
letters meant? Probably nobody could 
except MI-8. Soto MI-8 the document 
went, and MI-8 solved it. Yardley and 
his assistants found it to be a German 
transposition cipher. The address, 
signature and message itself had been 
written first in German and then by 
a prearranged diagram the letters had 
been mixed up. 

The bureau's problem was to discover 
the formula by which the letters were 
disarranged, and the only cue to be 
found to start with was the fact that in 
German the letter c is nearly always 
followed by h or k. By this means the 
interval between letters that belonged 


together was found. The message 
was first worked out in German 
and then translated. Here is the 
translation: 


‘To the Imperial Consular Author- 
ities in the Republic of Mexico. Strict- 
ly Secret! The bearer of this is a 
subject of the Empire who travels as 
a Russian under the name of Pablo 
Waberski. He is a German secret 
agent. Please furnish him on request 
protection and assistance, also advance 
him on demand up to one thousand 
pesos of Mexican gold and send his 
code telegrams to this embassy as of- 


ficial consular dispatches. Von Eck- 
ardt.”’ 
Waberski, a German whose real 


name was Lather Witcke, was tried 
before a military court as a spy, was 
convicted and hanged. His failure was 
due to the skill of the American Black 
Chamber.
